As  fome  Springi  are  much  earlier  than  othert,  the  following 
direflions  ought  not  to  be  too  hterally  adhered  ^^ff^^^of 
time  i  but  may  rather  (ipx^re. to  point  out  the  order  in  ^icn  things 
may  fuccecd  each  other ;  mit  a^ld  the  pr^cifetime  of  beginning,  the 
judgment  of  the  planter  niuft  bb  ih  Come  meaf  ure  regulated  by  the 
appearance  of  the  Spring.. 

The  laft  week  in  April, Tow  early  peafe,  cabbaee,  parfnipf^  pari- 
ley,  onion«,  turnips,  radiflies,  lettice  md  inuftara. 

However,  there  mentioned  .for  the' laft  week  in  April,  may  be 
put  in  whenever  the  fnow  is  gone,  the  froft  out  of  the  ground,  and 
the  earth  k>  dry  as  not  to  be  muddy,  and  the  others  fucceed  in  their 
order. 

I      The  firft  week  in  May,  fow  oats,  wheat  and  rye  ;  alfo  fome  early 
Engiifh  beans,  (and  the  main  crop  by  the   20th  or  till),  fpinage 
^  and  orrice  ;  and  by  the  20tb  of  May  a  few  hills  of  cucumbers,  and 
$  a  few  early  bu(h  beans. 

^     Themiddleof  May,  fow  hemp  and  flax  i  and  any  time  between  jS( 

^this  and  the  10th  of  June  will  do  tor  potatoes  ;   fuch  a«  are   plant-d 

^ ed  aboutthe  fir^of  June,  are  frequently  the  largeft.J^ut  the  earlieOr 

planted  are  as  commonly  the  beft  to  cat,  being  drier  in  confequei^c  ^ 

of  their  being  more  thoroughly  ripe. 

The  firil  week  in  June,  plant  all  forts  of  kidney  beans ;  ilfo  cu 
cumbers,  fquafhes  and  puinpkins. 

The  2oth  of  June,  fow  bucli  wheat ;  this  is  alfo  a  good  time  to  fow^JJ 
1^ in  herd  graf;»,  clover,  or  any  fort  of  grafi)  feed,  which  is  thought^; 
p  to  fucceed  better  if  fawcd  in  now  with  buckwheat,  than  in  the  fpting|^ 
vith  oats.     Hcrds-grafs  that  is  fowed  the  latter  part  of  June  or 
thiough  the  whole  of  July,  inOead  of  running  up,  heading  out,  and 
ri{.<tning  as  that  does  which  is  earlier  fown,  fpends  the  fuipmer  in 
rereading  into  -a  large  bunch,  and  rooting  (irmly,  by  which  it  not  only 
hears  thefeverity  of  the  winter,  but  fends  up  from  each  feed  many 
more  flalks  the  enfuing  fummer.The  farmer  (houid  be  careful  to  fow 
his  clover,  if  pofliblc,  before  the  end  of  July  j  for  it  is  very  apt  to 
he  killed  with  the  winter,  if  not  well  rooted,  and  it  often  happens 
that  crops  >yhich  rom£  up  well,  late  in  the  tall,  are  wholly  killed, 
fo  that  a  i^ngV?  plant  cannot  be  found  the  next  fuinmet;. — The  firft 
week  in  July  idw  held  turnips — the  early  Dutch  may  be  fown  as 
late  as  the  25th.-^The  2cth  i*  a  good  time  to  fow   winter  wheat 
J  and  rye,  as  by  being  fowed  early  it  will  he  better  rooted  to  {y^J^the 
£  feverity  of  the  winter,,  and  be  more  likely  totkapea  blafljr  Yj^   -^
